rE, the Subfcribers, being fully 
/ convinced of the advantages 
from a friendly and mutual Affociation 
of fuch Mafters or Commanders of Ships 
as have or fhall navigate in the Seas near 
or beyond the Cape of Good Hope, 
round Cape Horn, or inthe Eaft Indies, 
and fhall be Inhabitants or Refidents 
in Salem ; do agree to form ourfelves in- 
to a Society by the name of the EAST 
INDIA MARINE SOCIETY of 
Salem, Maflachufetts: and we hereby 
confent to the following Articles ; 


_ Tue perfons to be Members of this 
_ Society are fuch as have actually navi- 
_ gated the Seas near or beyond the Cape 
- of Good Hope, or round Cape, Horn, as 
M asTERs or Bes NEA of Veficls. 
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Axso any perfon, being of the age of 
twenty-one years, and having been a 
Factor or Supercarco of a Veffel 
failing from, or belonging to, the Town — 
Be Salen in the Haft India Trade, pee 
be a Member.

and Currents ; of vvufyal Occurrences, — 
Storms and Accidents; with all other 
obfervations, which he may judge ufe-— 
ful to be recorded ; at the dilcretion fe 
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to ).. 
the Committee, who fhall receive the 
fame at the firft meeting. — .

"Tare Prefident and Committee may 
Sider a public Dinner to be provided for 
the Members annually, on the» firft 
Wednefday in January; and the ‘ex- 
penfes fhall be paid by fuch'Members as 
Teceive the notification.

Upon the deceale of any M-mber,

To prevent all ssjuries from falfe ria 
malicious charges of mifconduct in 
foreign voyages, the Members agree, 
upon all complaints, to inftitute an in- 


quiry 
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quiry by a Special Committee of five 
perfons, which Committee fhall. repost 
the refult to the Society, and if the 
Society a¢quit the Member, complain- 
ing of fuch injuries, they agree to furnifh 
certificates of their approbation and 
recommendation, fizned by the Preft- 
dent, and counterfigned by the Secretary.
